By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1924, 


section 4676 of the Code was amend- 
ed so as to strike out the last clause 
of thf first sentence of said section. 
The language thus omitted was the 
language., which formerly exempted 
wheels of this character from the op- 
eration of the penalty provided in the 
section under certain conditions as to 
the prizes awarded 
It would there- 


fore seem that if this chapter stood 
alone, there could be no question but 
what the General Assembly intended 
to make it unlawful to operate wheels 
of chance anywhere for prizes of any 
nature. 
Such was my opinion until 


quite recently when my attention was 
called to chapter 307, of the Acts of 
19'4 
This last-named chapter was 


approved on March 20 1924. five days 
after the approval of chapter 
-84 


hereinbefore referred to. Being sub- 
sequent to chapter 284. it takes prece- 
dence over it. The second paragraph 
of chapter 307. appearing on page 4 «i 
is as follows: 


On each same or wheel of 


chance wlxye the prize consists o.. 
fruit, candy, toys, or oter novel- 
ties operated or exhibited^on the 
«ame or contiguous lots with a 
carnival or other show 
taxable 
hereunder. whether owned or op- 
erated by the owner or owners ol 
such carnival or other show or 
not. the tax shall be fifty dollars 
per days in addition to the license 
tax hereinbefore prescribed.

Old Time Diets. 


One of the old time curative diets 


which has enjoyed popularity at times 
is known as the Salsbury meat and 
hot water cure. 
It consists of lean. 


raw meat, a lew raw eggs, a little^dry 
toast, and considerable hot water. 
Good lean row meat is ground up in 
a Hamburger grinder or a sausage 
grinder. 
The stringy fibers are re- 
moved. The meat is flavored with salt 
and pepper and made into meat balls. 
They are then cooked just enough to 
turn the outside meat from a red to 
a draf color. 
To begin with, the daily diet con- 
sists of from 2 to 4 ounces of these 
meat balls, and a very little dry toast, 
say half of a thin slice to the meal. 
After a while the allowance of meat 
is Increased to 4-7 ounces a day. No 
other food is allowed. No fluid is tak- 
en with the meals. 
One-half pint of 
hot water is consumed before each 
of the three meals and at bedtime— 
one quart of hat water a day.

The Carlsbad and Wiesbaden diets 
are similar to the Salisbury meat cure, 
except that In these diets a little milk 
and fruit are allowed in addition to 
the meat, eggs and a little meat. 
These meat cures are used in some 
cases of diabetes 
The modern treat- 


ment of diabetes limits the quantity 
of meat because meat can make sugai 
and. acetone dieting of diabetes is on 
a much more scientific basis than was 
possible in the days when the Salis- 
bury and the Carlsbad and Wiesbaden 
diets were-at the height of their pop- 
ularity.

For a while tho 
diet given these cases of diarrhea and 
dysentery should consist of meat anu 
eggs alone—no- bread or other food 
containing starch or sugar being al- 
owed. Whenever a meat diet Is giv- 
en as a help in the cure of dysentery 
diarrhea, or starch indigestiqn. care 
must be taken to have the meat good 
f it is to be eaten raw, or nearly so.

The work of the Lee Highway Asso- 
ciation, in the effort to have co.nstruct- 
ed an up-to-date Southern transcon- 
tinental highway 
from Washington 


to San D'ego, as a memorial to Rob- 
ert E. Lee, is in danger of being ^en- 
tirely stopped before its task is com- 
pleted through lack of funds, it is 
learned. 


This proposed highway, start'ng at 
a . point in .Washington, where it is 
hoped to build the Arlington Me- 
morial Bridge across the Potomac-,to 
•Arlington, Va.. passes right-through 
the State'of Virginia "by, way of War- 
rentpn. Luray. Staunton. Lexington, 
Roanoke. Bristol, over into Tennessee 
to Chattanooga and westward. 
A good, passable highway now runs 


over th's route 
all 
the 
-way from 
Washington to Bristol, ercept for a

Warren ton 
and 
Harpers Ferry, and a 15 mile stretch 
between Salem and Christiansburg, it- 
was stated today by Dr. Samuel M. 
Johnson, General Directpr of the As- 
sociation. 
The work of the association, form- 
ed "about "four years ago,' "according 
to Dr. Johnson, has been to create a. 
sentiment for 
the 
building of the 
Lee highway and to bring*'about co- 
operation in the construction of the 
road between 
the 
Federal govern- 


ment. State, counties.and municlpali- 
t's. together, of course; with the ap- 
propriation of funds for the actual 
work.

ed about four years ago members 
who joined pledged themselves to 
pay a membership fee for four years, 
Dr. Johnson explained today. "Be- 
tween JJSO.OOO and 440,000 was re- 
ceived from this source, chiefly from 
members in Virginia and Tennessee, 
dur.'ng the past four years. Dr. Johnj 
son added, but ail-that .Is in sight for 
the next year through the dropping 
out of members i« about $18,000. 
"This sum will be insufficient to 
carry on the word of the association 
as we have planned and as it should 
be carried on." said Dr. Johnson to- 
day. 
"We would like to have mem- 
bers join from Virginia. Tennessee 
and all the

TARIFF LAW VIOLATES 


CONSTITUTION OF U. S.

INDIANAPOLIS. Ind.. Oct. 13.—It
